Jefferso n City , Mo., Jan. 24.—In the 
case of Jo hn Seebold, whose license 
was revoked by Ettcise Commissioner 
Mulvibill fo r keeping open his saloon 
on Sunday , and which was sustained 
in a recent opinion of tbe supreme 
court, which held that the commis­ 
sio ner had full power to revoke such 
licenses fo r the cause mentioned, the 
application of Seebold for a rehearing 
was 
overruled 
y esterday , 
though 
Judge Fo x dissented from the finding 
of the o ther Judges. 
By a decision handed down by the 
co urt y esterday , deny ing a motion fo r 
a rehearing in the case of Edwart 
Lentz, a SL Louis county pawnbroker 
arrested on a charge of usurious In 
terest, the co nstitutio nality and legal­ 
ity of the Missouri usury law was de­ 
termined. 
Lentz had applied fo r re­ 
lease on habeas corpus proceedings 
and attacked the co nstitutio nality o 
the law. The co urt sustained the law 
and remanded him to r trial. He ap­ 
plied fo r a rehearing, which was de- 
nled.

Felix Robert, Impresario of the Jua­ 
rez bullring, and the only French mat­ 
ador, was the star perfo rmer in the 
Juarez ring again y esterday , and by 
his clever and daring work 
he put 
blood into the hearts of the tho usand 
o r more perso ns who were shivering 
on the sunny side of the ring and the 
audience “warmed up” in giving ap­ 
plause to the nervy matador. 
The winds and the crisp weathes 
prevented as large a crowd from at­ 
tending the fight—especially a Robert 
Day fight—as would have been expect­ 
ed under more favorable conditions. 
Tickets on the sunny side were at a 
premium, as It were, and all of the 
spectato rs who could obtained seats 
where the sun’s ray s 
would strike 
them. 
Robert killed the four bulls, 
his 
work thro ugho ut being 
particularly 
daring. 
The first to ro was perhaps 
the fiercest that has been fought in 
Juarez this season. It was from this 
animal that Robert had the narro west 
escape from being gored that he has 
experienced this y ear, the hull, in a 
treachero us moment, dodging the cape 
and making for the fighter. 
Robert 
side-stepped 
and the animal’s horn 
ripped open the side of his tro users at 
the hip. The same animal leaped the 
enclosure more than a dozen times. 
He was killed on the second thrust 
of a sword.
